The  d.d.m.  elect  was  in  attendance,  and,  on 
the  motion  of  Bro.  John  Stuart,  d.d.m.  No.  4,  seconded  by  Bro. 
Robert  M'Bride,  d.m.  No.  13,  the  officers  for  No.  16,  Carlingford 
Lough  District,  were  confirmed  for  the  year  1898. 

The  members  were  aggrieved  at  the  second  breach  of  the  Laws  by 
No.  10,  Loughbrickland,  and  it  was  resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.

family,  through  his  son,  Bro.  Holt  Waring,  our  earnest  expression  of  sympathy 
with  them  in  their  bereavement,  and  of  admiration  for  the  Christian  character, 
and  invaluable  service  rendered  to  Protestantism  by  one  so  true  and  loyal,  who 
was  never  wearied  in  well-doing." 

This  was  seconded  by  Bro*  R.  A.  Waddell,  m.g.c,  and  passed  in 
silence. 

The  minutes  of  the  half-yearly  meeting  held  in  Kilkeel,  on 
Thursday,  12th  May,  1898,  were  read  and  confirmed.

The  report  of  deputation  appointed  to  attend   No.   10  District, 

Loughbrickland,  was  presented  by  Bro.  D.  J.  Banks  : 

"The  deputation,  consisting  of  Bros.  James  Crozier,  D.s.  No.  8,  Robert 
M'Bride,  d.m.  No.  13,  and  D.  J.  Banks,  attended  at  Loughbrickland  Orange 
Hall  on  Tuesday,  7th  June,  1898,  at  four  o'clock,  p.m.  There  was  a  good 
attendance  of  the  members  of  District  Lodge,  who  gave  the  deputation  a  loyal 
reception,  and  listened  to  the  message  from  the  County  Lodge  with  every  mark 
of  respect.  Sincere  regret  was  expressed  for  the  neglect  of  the  laws  and  non- 
attendance  at  the  County  meetings,  and  promises  made  that  such  irregularities 
should  not  occur  again.  The  deputation  consider  that  every  attention  will  in 
future  be  paid  to  the  orders  and  resolutions  of  the  Institution,  and  recommend 
that  the  officers  appointed  for  year  1898  be  confirmed," 
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On  the  motion  of  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  d.g.c.  seconded  by 
Bro.  Major  J.  N.  Blackwood-Price,  d.d.m.  No.  5,  the  report  was 
adopted,  and  the  officers  of  No.  10  District  for  the  year  1898  confirmed. 

It  was  reported  that  District  No.  1 1  had  not  returned  the  resolu- 
tion as  to  the  Bangor  Lodges,  and  that  no  notice  had  been  taken  of  the 
lequest  of  the  County  Lodge.

Up  to  the  present  No.  13  District  was  the  only  one  in  which 
sixpence  had  been  paid  to  the  Orphan  Fund  for  every  member  on  the 
rolls,  and  the  D.M.  was  congratulated  on  the  result. 

Districts  No.  4,  5,  7,  9,  10,  14,  and  15  have  not  carried  out  the 
directions  given  in  the  resolution  adopted  on  8th  November,  1897. 
The  D.G.S.  urged  upon  all  the  officers  to  support  this  worthy  object, 
aud  trusted  that  the  County  Down  would  soon  be  at  the  head  of  the 
list  as  subscribers  to  the  Fund. 

It  was  mentioned  that  Bro.  James  Johnston,  w.M.  359,  Down- 
patrick,  had  inaugurated  collecting  for  the  Orphan  Fund  at  the  12th 
July  demonstration  at  Bally nahinch,  and  that  by  this  means  he  had 
raised  a  good  sum.  Bro.  Rev.  E.  F.  Campbell,  M.A.,  hon.  secretary, 
warmly  approved  of  the  idea,  and  urged  upon  the  brethren  to  take 
steps  to  have  a  systematic  collection  made  for  the  orphans  at  all 
demonstrations  of  Orangemen,  and  thanked  Bro.  Johnston  for  the 
excellent  thought  that  prompted  him  to  do  as  he  had  done. 

Correspondence  was  read  from  the  G.L.I,  with  reference  to  the 
Warrants  working  in  the  County,  and  a  detailed  list  of  them  had  been 
received.

The  Secretary  also  discovered  that  a  new  Warrant,  issued  in 
November,  1^93,  to  No.  8  District,  numbered  1770,  had  been  in  the 
possession  of  Bro.  James  Crozier,  D.s ,  since  that  date,  and  no  return 
made  of  the  lodge  in  the  Annual  District  Returns.  Bro.  Crozier 
apologised  for  his  conduct,  and  paid  the  sum  of  I  2s  6d  for  the  five 
years  that  the  Warrant  had  been  issued.  He  was  directed  to  see  that 
1770  was  started  working;  if  not,  to  hand  in  the  number,  as  such  a 
thing  as  Warrants  lying  in  the  hands  of  members  could  not  be  tolerated. 

Nine  members  applied  for  a  new  Warrant,  to  work  in  the  town  of 
Newtownards,  No.  4  District,  with  Bro.  John  Stuart  as  w.M.  The 
application  was  granted,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  Brown,  D.G.T.,  seconded 
by  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  b.d.,  d.g.c. 

The  following  letter  was  read  on  the  business  of  No.  5  District 
being  taken  up : 

Delamont  House,  Killyleagh,  Co.  Down, 
October  1st,  1898. 

Dear  Sir  and  Bro.,— At  a  meeting  of  L.O.L.  No.  5  Saintfield  District, 
held  this  day,  I  was  instructed  to  write  to  you  on  the  following  subject,  in 
order  that  the  matter  should  be  brought  before  the  next  County  Grand  Lodge 
meeting,  viz.  : 

As  regards  No.  1115  in  this  District,  a  resolution  was  passed  at  a  County 
Grand  Lodge  Meeting,  some  time  since,  instructing  this  Lodge  (1115)  to  work 
in  future  under  Belfast  Grand  Lodge,  in  No.  6  Belfast  District.  This  resolution 
was  passed,  it  is  stated,  by  the  Master  and  Members  of  1115,  under ^a  mis- 
apprehension of  the  facts  of  the  case,  that  is  to  say  :  it  was  stated  that  by  the 
extension  of  the  boundaries  of  Belfast  this  Lodge  held  its  meetings  and  worked 
within  the  new  boundaries,  and  had  to  cross  those  boundaries  to  attend  the  No. 
5  Saintfield  District.  It  is  now  stated  such  is  not  the  case ;  that  no  meeting 
of  1115  has  been  so  held,  and  that  the  Lodge  is,  and  has  been  worked  within  the 
area  of  No.  5  Saintfield  District,  and  the  Master  and  Members  of  1115  claim  as 
a  matter  of  right,  and  under  the  Laws  of  the  Institution,  to  belong  to  that 
District,  and  object  to,  and  protest  strongly  against,  being  compelled  to  work 
under  No.  6  Belfast  District.     I  am,  therefore,  instructed  to  write  to  you,  as 
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Deputy  Grand  Secretary  for  County  Down  Grand  L.O.L.,  to  give  notice  that 
this  matter  will  be  brought  up  at  next  County  Meeting,  with  the  view  of  having 
the  said  resolution  rescinded,  and  that  the  Master,  Secretary,  and  First 
Committee  Man  of  No.  1115  have  been  instructed  to  attend  such  meeting,  and 
to  bring  with  them  the  minute-book  of  their  meetings  to  sustain  their  contention. 
As  this  matter  has  caused  ill-feeling  amongst  and  great  dissatisfaction  to 
the  members  of  1115,  I  trust  it  may  be  fully  heard,  and  definitely  settled  at 
next  County  Meeting.  I  leave  it  to  you,  if  you  think  it  advisable,  to  give 
notice  to  No.  6  Belfast  District  of  this. — Yours  fraternally, 

Alex.  H.  Gordon,  w.m.  District  No.  5,  Saintfield. 

After  discussion,  it  was  resolved,  on  the  proposition  of  Bro.  John 
Forsythe,  d.d.m.  No.  14,  seconded  by  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  d.g  c.  : 

"  That  the  County  Down  Grand  Lodge  request  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland 
to  take  into  consideration  the  case  of  Lodge  1115,  which  was  transferred  to 
Belfast  County  Grand  Lodge,  but  which  has  been  meeting  in  Saintfield  District, 
and  claims  to  be  permitted  to  remain  in  Saintfield  District.  This  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Down  strongly  recommends." 

Bro.  Crozier,  D.s.  No.  8  District,  reported  that  there  were  four 
lodges,  numbered  12,  120,  372,  and  754,  working  in  the  County  Down 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  Lurgan  District  of  the  County  Armagh. 
This  was  considered  to  be  wrong,  and  Bro.  Crozier  was  commended  for 
bringing  the  matter  forward.  Resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  Alex. 
H.  Gordon,  dm.  No.  5,  and  seconded  by  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler, 
D.d.m.  No.  2 : 

"  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  take  such  steps  as  are  necessary  to 
have  Warrants  Nos.  12,  120,  372,  and  754  transferred  from  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  County  Armagh  Lodge  to  that  of  the  County  Down."
